There is reanott to believe t\\%t the del- 
ta haAa of the liower Fraser ^re eminent- 
ly adapted to tlie oultnre of the sugar 
l>pot, and wo have been assured by tlio.se 
wliOHe oinuion ought to bo worth some- 
thinf^, that the clinintc is fiivorable to the 
1, development in it of the greateHt (iiiantity 
of flacchai'ino matter. Tlusse two points 
ji.sfiumed, it follows that the mannfueturc 

, , , of beet sugar might be eiigdgpd in with 

/.; ■/ advantage; and we are Rlad to know that 
Mr, E. Pieht, a gentleman familiar with 
the proeeBB, 'is embarking in that branch 
/ 'iOfinMuiiJiftoture. Ini!Praace, .where this 
basto^fs .largely parried ^n, from twelve 
io fl'fteon tons Of tlie ' lidfet are obtained 
from the acre. AVe do not believe Franco 
lias richer soil tlian that to bo found on 
. ^tlie Lower Fraser. Taking the lower fig- 
"'ttfe,''alid allowing a ton of beet to produeo 
d barrel of sugar, the usual averagt\ wo 
should have twelve barrels or two thou- 
sand four hundred pounds of sugar us the 
nnnnal yield per aero. Caltuilating tlio 
sugar at fourteen cents a pound, (it is 
worth move than that in this market now) 
the produet would be equal to to the 
acre. Beckoning it at twelve and a half 
cents a pound, it would bo ?-3U0 to the 
aero. Nor is the sugar the only result. 
TIjo refuse of the beet is fed to stook; and 
wo .see it .stated on excellent authority 
that tJiis "baga-sse" is eciual to any other 
kind of feed either for making biHif or 
, dairy produce. It is especially elll(!aoions 
' ' in fattening cattle, and applied in this 
way, it will go a copsiderable way towards 
meeting the expense of running the fac- 
tory, it should bo remembered tb^t it 
requires no great capital to establish a 
beet sugar factory; nor is there much la- 
bor necessarily employed in proportion 
to the amount of capital necessarily in- 
vested and the amount of labor employ- 
' ed. This brings us to consider the chief 
obstacle to engaging in such industries in 
this Province, — the very limited domestic 

' . demand. And yet a glance at the imports 
during the pastyearwill showthatthccon- 
.sumption of sugar isnotipiite so insignili- 
cantassome might be led tosuppo.se. The 
total value of sugar imported last year was, 

' in round numljers, §90,000, and the duty 
paid on it §26,500. It will bo proper to 
■i-emark thafcitlieBe .fignroa do not cover 
what has been left in bond. If that were 
inehidod it would incn-ease the value by 
about S8,()0() and the duty relatively. 
Hero we have ^fllGirjOO going out of the 
Province in a single year, .'S90,()00 of it 
going to n foreign country, for this art- 
icle alone. What an adyautage it would 
be to retain that amount in the country, 
to be absorbed in beneficial industrial de- 
velopment. Here is a field for at least 
.' one factory; and the market wonhl ex- 
pand, and the factories conhl bi» niulti- 
I)lied with the onward march of the Pro- 
vince.

BesidoB tlie measfb'fs' for incrGa^ngf? 

the armaments of Cfermany, which we 
noticed last week, it is now announced 
that tho number of ctudents at each of 
the militaiy schools is tolled iiMdased; 
The central earletestablisliinentttt Ber- 
lin, wliichnow contains 700 pupils, will 
ill future instruct from 850 to 900. Tho 
establisluneut of pupils at tho CJadet 
Colle^'o at AN'iiblHtiidt will be increased 
fron 200 to 220; at Oraniensteiu from 
140 to 200, and at Potsdam from 200 to 
;]00. A new cadet college to- the 
South CTerinan contiuoents is iilso 
spoken of, and the one recently efltflb^ 
lislicd at Etlliuf^on will bo enlarged so 
as to have room for as many students 
a.s the other colleges. The Prussian 
nnny, i;^lih,jatSjggntiigents, will tlieh 
have at'its disi)0gnl"flv© schoolafor sub-i 
oflieers of infantry, besides the Saxou- 
Military School at Struppen, and a 
school for siib-odlcers now in course of 
constrmdioii in Wurtcmberg. As for 
the cavalry, there is only one school 
for sub-officers of this arm of the service 
in the whole of Germany. The military 
lu-ademy, in which the maximum iium- 
bei ui uluccr-studonts has hitherto 
been .sixty nyear, will in future admit 
!)0 oflieei-s a Y<;ar. Tho school uf ar- 
tillery and engineers too, which is now 
attended by 2()0 oilicers, will in future 
admit li.'iO.- Similar anpfmeutations are 
to take i)liu',e in the lower military 
schocils, the schools id' musketry and 
gunnery, the central gymnasium, and 
the medical and veterinary schools. 
Special conrees of studj' have also been 
going on since Febraaiy last atCa.ssel, 
Anclain, Noisse, Erfurt,Hanover, Pots- 
dam !Uid Ik'i-lhi, fornon-comiuissioned 
otHecrs who havolieen pi'omoted to tlio 
rank of ollicors for distinguished service 
during the campaign of 1870-71, and do 
not yefc jjossess the necessary educat- 
ional qualifications for taking up the 
duties of that rank. 

Ei.Kcruii' AVavics. — 'J'lie velticity of 
electric waves through tho Atlantic 
cable.has been ascertained by Professor 
txould to be from 7,000 to 8,000 miles 
per second.

The Railway Surey. 

Mr MarcuR Smith, the Engineer in 
charge of the Pacilic Coast division of 
the Canadian Pacilic Railway Survey, 
arrived hero on Monday, the 2Gth inst., 
•from.the Gliil6oaten and Bute Inlet 
coutit^'. Mr Smith in going to that 
country left, Alexandria on the 29tli tlay 
of July last with atrain of twenty niuloB 
ladeu with provisionH, throe IndiaiiB 
and an axeman, and proceeded for 
some distance by the old Bella Coolii 
route, On the 'ind August, about 45 
miles from Alexandria, ho met Alexis, the 
Chilcoaten chief, ,who had failed in meet- 
ing Mr. O'Heilly, who had been dotoined 
by high 'yfvX^t and iRtfeslntho wbods. On 
'\\''ediiesday, the 7th August, Mr. Smith 
met Mr. O'Reilly at Tatlah Lake, iu com- 
pany with Mr. Tiedenian. of Camp W. 
i\Ir. Tiedeman and two men returned with 
Mr. Smith, and ou 12th August they ar- 
rived at Middle Lake. Hero a depot was 
formed and some exploratione made. Mr. 
Tiedeman was left in charge. "With the 
iisai.stance of some Indians the provisions 
were taken down the lake and nver to the 
Engineers' camp, about 2.5 miles from the 
depot. On tho tilth Angust (having left 
the provisions) Jilr. Smith started back 
and retraced the same route as far as the 
,ea8^,,eud of Tatlah Lake with the mule 
train. No difliculty woxild bo experienced 
in .sui)i)lyiug the party with provisions 
from the 'dei)ot. Indians liaving been en- 
gaged for packing jmrpo.sos. Mr. Smith 
then turneil down the Chilaneo River, 
emptying into the Chilcoaten about iJO 
miles from Tatlah Lake, and then down 
the latter river to its mouth, explored tho 
country in its neighborhood and returned 
up the west side of the Fraser to Soda 
C!reek. He Uiere gavie instructions to Mr. 
McLennan as to the routes to survey in 
order to nie((t the coast party from the 
head of Bute Iul(!t On his return i^Ir. 
Smith mot 12 Indians under thi; charge 
of a white man whom Mr. O'Reilly liad 
engaged to go to Middle Lake and pack 
liro visions for the supply of Camp W. 
They hod boots and olotmng with them, 
every means had boon taken to secure the 
safety and comfort of the jiarty. Another 
train loaded with blankots and warm 
clothing will leave Soda Creek about tho 
middle of Sept<miber for the same parties. 
Mr. Green's party -- commenced at the 
west end of Loko'la Huche about the mid- 
dle of July, and followed the valley bv 
Williams Lake down t« the Frasor, which 
river they crossed idiout a fortnight ago, 
and are now not far from Riskey's ranch, 
iu the direction of Tatlah Lake, follo-wing 
the route marked out for them by Mr. 
Smith. Mr. Mahood's party are on a lino 
between the North Thompson and Lake 
la Hoohe, imd ore expected to aniv(: in a 
few weeks where Mr; Green commenoed. 
His jiarty will then, if neconsary, be sent 
ou to Tiitlidi Lake to Survey the gap be- 
tween tireen's party and Tiedeman's. Mr. 
Smith has now completed his explora- 
tions west of the Frnser, and has given 
final instructions for the survey of that \^ |, 
line, and is now on his way eastward tij,'^ 
Tete Jauno Cache and will explore the 
HorseHy country and the lieadwaters of 
tho Clearwater imd Tiiomiiison rivers on 
Ilia way. 3Ir, Fleming will jirobably be 
met somewhere on the North 'rhompson, 
Mr. Smith will then descend the river to 
Kamloo2)s,and will devote the rest of the 
season to the examination of the routes 
across the Cascade range terminating at 
New Westminster or Burrard Inlet. Mr. 
Smith refrains from giving any opinion 
as to the merits of the various routes un- 
til an exumiuafion is made of all of thoiu 
So far, however, judging from very care- 
ful surveys, he tiuds the country not ro 
dillienlt as was exneeted, and his lioi)eful 
that a good line or railway can be obtain- 
ed even through tho Guseado range nt lesH 
cost than at first anticipated.
